Martyrdom operations are permitted according to the Qur'an 


Allah swt says: "There are people who sacrifice themselves for the sake of Allah, 
and Allah is very merciful to His servants." [Bagqarah :207] 


Sheikh Hamud bin Akla, when he talks about martyrdom operations, brings this 
argument by saying: For this verse, the sahaba said that it is about the one who 
attacks the entire army of the enemy, being alone, and risking his life. as Omar Ibn 
Khattab, Abu Ayyub Al-Ansari, and Abu Hurairah (r.a.) said. 


Allah swt says: "Allah has indeed purchased from the believers their lives and 
wealth in exchange for Paradise. They fight in the cause of Allah and kill or are 
killed. This is a true promise binding on Him in the Torah, the Gospel, and the 
Quran. And whose promise is truer than Allah’s? So rejoice in the exchange you 
have made with Him. That is [truly] the ultimate triumph.[At-Tawbah:111] 


Shaykh Hamud bin Aqla, Association of Scholars of Palestine, and other scholars 
have cited this argument for allowing martyrdom operations, and Ibn Kathir says 
regarding this verse: "Most have said that this verse has been revealed for every 
mujahid who fights in the way of Allah". 


Allah swt says: "And do not kill the soul [i.e., person] which Allah has forbidden, 
except by right." [17:33] 


Sheikh Abdul-Qadir Abdul-Aziz mentions this verse as one of the strongest 
arguments for allowing martyrdom operations, saying: "And jihad against the 
enemies, and defeating them, is the most right of all rights." 


Allah swt says: "And prepare as much as you can force, (warfare) and horses 
appointed for battle against those (who betray) and with it, (with preparation) 
terrorize the enemy of Allah, your enemy and others, whom you do not know (who 
they are), and Allah knows them. Whatever you spend in the way of Allah, it will be 
compensated for you and you will not be wronged." [8:60] 


Scholars, when they have argued with this verse, that martyrdom operations are 
permitted, have said: "And martyrdom operations are among those that terrorize 
the enemy of Allah and our enemy." 


Ahadeeth and cases from the Companions, which are related to 
martyrdom operations: 


Well-known hadith: The boy's hadith: 

Muhammad SAW said: "There was a king from among those who came before you, 
and he had a magician. So when he got old he said to the king, | am old. Send me a 
boy so that | can teach him magic..." (to the end of the hadith). [Sahih Muslim 3005] 


Many scholars have argued with this hadith, such as: Muhammed bin Ibrahim Ali 
Sheikh, Hamud bin Akla Ash-Shuajbi, Association of Scholars of Palestine, etc. 


What connects the hadith with the martyrdom operations is not the guidance of the 
entire people. Since the majority who oppose this, that the hadith is not related to 
the martyrdom operations, say that the boy guided an entire people, while the 
person who undertakes these attacks does not guide anyone, (although even for the 
guidance and interest of many people in Islam at this time, was the cause of the 
invincibility of the army of Allah, before all the armies of the world), but none of the 
scholars who have brought this as an argument, have said that this hadith is related 
to martyrdom operations, in the instruction, but the comparisons that have been 
made between the boy and the undertakers of martyrdom operations are: 


the Boy: 
1) The main purpose of the boy was to sacrifice himself for the sake of Allah. 


2) The boy sacrificed his life, and was the cause of his death, for the benefit of all 
Muslims. 


Contractors of martyr operations: 
1) Their main goal is to sacrifice themselves for the sake of Allah. 


2) The perpetrators of these attacks sacrifice their lives and are responsible for their 
deaths, for the benefit of all Muslims. 


Anas ibn An-Nadr (r.a.): 


Anas ibn Malik (r.a) narrated: "My uncle, Anas ibn An-Nadr, did not have the 
opportunity to participate in the battle of Badr. Then he said to the Prophet, may 
God bless him and grant him peace: O Messenger of Allah, | did not have the 
opportunity to come with you to the first battle against the polytheists, if Allah 
enables me to fight against the polytheists with you in the future, He (Allah) will see 
such a deed from me that he will be pleased. The battle of Unud was his chance. In 
the beginning of the battle where the Muslims were in confusion, he (Anas) said: O 
Allah! | ask you for forgiveness for what my companions did, and | am denounced 
for what the polytheists have done. Then he headed forward where he met Sa’'d ibn 
Mua'dhin (r.a.). Sa'd tried to stop him, but Anas said: O Sa'd! Don't stand between 
me and heaven. By Allah, | can smell its (paradise) smell. Sa'd asked for forgiveness 
to the Prophet and said: O Messenger of Allah! | am sorry that | could not stop him. 
Anas headed towards the army of the enemies and fought until he was killed and 
his body was slaughtered by the Mushrikeen. At the end of the battle he was found 
with more than eighty wounds from swords and spears.” [Sahih al-Bukhari 2805, 
2806] 


For this, Allah revealed the verse: 

“Among the believers, there were men who affirmed the pledge given to Allah, and 
some of them fulfilled the promise by giving their lives, and there are some of them 
who are waiting (to fulfill it) and thus did not make any change." [33:23] 


What we can draw from this argument, for the permission of martyr operations, is 
that Anas r.a., sacrificed and risked his life, penetrating among the non-Muslim 


army, also seeing that his death was certain, he did not turn back, the fact itself 
shows that death in this case was almost certain, because if the life of this 
companion had not been endangered, Sa'd ibn Mu'a'dhi would not have tried to stop 
him. And the Prophet, peace be upon him, did not stop this action of this 
companion, nor did any of the companions, nor did any of the scholars of the Salaf. 


Bera’ Ibn Malik (r.a.): 


In the battle of Jemamah, when the Muslims surrounded the Mushrikeen, but their 
doors were closed, and they could not penetrate them, then Bera’ ibn Malik (r.a.) 
said: Throw me to the other side. Then they threw Bera, and he fought among the 
mushrikeen, until he opened the door for them. 


From this argument we derive: 


To sacrifice for the sake of Allah, even when death is certain. 


And martyr operations are: 


Those who are sacrificed for the sake of Allah, even when death was certain. 
Hisham bin Amir Al-Ansari: 


Hisham bin Amir Al-Ansari threw himself into the midst of the enemy's great army, 
and some of the people opposed this, and said: He threw himself into destruction. 
Then Umar (r.a.) and Abu Hurayrah (r.a.) objected, reading the verse: "There are 
people who sacrifice themselves for the sake of Allah, and Allah is very merciful to 
His servants". 


These are just a few cases of sacrifices from the lives of the companions, which 
make us understand that it is allowed for a single person to attack the enemy's 
army, even if his death is certain. 


The third part: 


Opposition to those who prohibit martyrdom operations 


1) Objection of the first part: 


As for the verses that have been mentioned, we can say in a few words that all 
these arguments are related to a person who kills someone unjustly, or to a person 
who kills himself, for the purposes of this world, or because of not coping with its 
trials and difficulties. Therefore, these arguments cannot be taken into account for 
martyrdom operations, since they do not include killing oneself for the purposes of 
this world, but sacrificing oneself for the sake of Allah. , to be clearer, | will take two 
people as an example: 


First: killed himself for: 


- cause of the problems of this world, 


- cause of unbearable pain, 

- cause of failure of plans, 

-cause of lost love, 

- cause of unachieved happiness, etc. 

The Second: Sacrifices his life: 

- for the sake of Allah s.v.t., 

- to defeat the enemy, 

- to awaken the will and pride of Muslims, etc. 


Can anyone say that these two people are the same to Allah?! Never! Therefore, we 
say that the arguments that have been offered are related to the first person, not 
the second, while our topic is related to the second, not the first. 


Then, none of the commentators of the Qur'an have argued with these verses 
regarding this issue, and none of them have said that any of these verses alludes to 
the prohibition of throwing a person in the midst of the enemy's army, of which has 
no power, where even death is certain. But, in order not to make this too long, | will 
only bring the comments of the two verses, which are mostly used in mass, 
regarding the prohibition of martyrdom operations, to see that these arguments 
have a completely different meaning. 


The first verse: Allah s.v.t. said: "..and don't kill Jeach other orf] yourselves.." [4:29] 


Imam At-Taberij: 


Regarding the comment of this verse: "And do not kill yourselves. Indeed, Allah is 
merciful to you" Abu Ja'far said: "And do not kill yourselves" i.e.: "And do not kill one 
another, because you are in one (Same) religion, and in one calling alone. And Allah 
s.v.t.has made a Muslim a part of the other, and the killing of the other has been 
counted as killing oneself, since the killer and the killed are one hand, except for 
those who are of another religion." 


lon Kathir: 


And the word of Allah: "And do not kill yourselves" i.e.: (And do not drown 
yourselves) by doing the prohibitions of Allah, and falling into the sins of big, and 
eating other people's wealth without right, "Indeed Allah is merciful to you". 


(Whereas the full verse is: "O you who believe, do not eat one another's goods 
unlawfully, except for trade in which you agree among yourselves, and do not kill 
yourselves (by killing each other)."Indeed, Allah is merciful to you. 


And it has been said: Do not drown yourself with sins, or by eating other people's 
property without right, or with other sins that deserve punishment. 


And it has been said: The purpose of this verse is that a person should not suffocate 
himself from bitterness or boredom. 


And if we offer here the comments of all the commentators of the Qur'an, whether 
they are from the first or of the later ones, we will not be able to find anyone who 
says that this verse forbids throwing oneself into the midst of the enemy's army, to 
sacrifice one's soul for the sake of Allah. But all we can draw from these comments 
is that the verse forbids that: 


-Muslims killing each other; 
- One killing himself, from bitterness or the worries and misfortunes of this world; 


- One killing himself, plunging into great sins, of which he then deserves the 
punishment of Allah s.v.t. 


The second verse: Allah s.v.t. says: "..do not throw yourself into destruction with 
your own hands, and do good, for indeed Allah loves the good-doers". [2:165] 


The full verse is: "And give in the way of Allah and do not throw yourselves into 
destruction with your own hands, and do good, for indeed Allah loves good-doers." 


For more accurate results, it is good to mention the reason for the revelation of this 
verse: 


Narrated by Tirmidhi on the authority of Yazid bin Abi Habib on the authority of 
Aslam Abi Umran who says: "We were in the city of the Romans, where the Romans 
came out with a large army, and the Muslims came out against them with an army 
like theirs, even bigger. Above . the inhabitants of Egypt was Uqbeh bin Amir, and 
over the whole army was Fudaleh bin Ubayd. A person from the Muslim army 
headed towards the enemy's army, so that he penetrated between them alone. 
When they saw him, they said: Subhanallah! He has thrown himself into 
destruction!” Then Abu Ayyub Al-Ansari r.a stood up and said: O people, you are 
commenting on this verse like this, but this verse was revealed to us Ansars, when 
Allah raised Islam, and his helpers were added. , we said to each other secretly from 
the Prophet s.a.w.s.: Truly our wealth is lost, and Allah has raised Islam and they are 
helping him. If we had stayed close to our wealth, we will return what was lost to us. 
[jami> at-Tirmidhi 2972] 


Then Allah revealed to his Messenger the verse: "And give in the way of Allah and 
do not throw yourselves into destruction with your own hands." Destruction is in the 
desire to accumulate wealth, and leaving the war in the way of Allah. 


And Abu Ayyub continued fighting in the way of Allah, until he died and was buried 
in the land of the Romans, in Constantinople. 


Imam Al-Qurtubiy transmits, from a group of companions and Tabi'in, that the word 
"destruction" in this verse means: Going after wealth, and leaving the war for the 
sake of Allah, and spending in His way. 


And he says:” As-Sudi said in this regard: "Give in the way of Allah even a rope 
(chain, binding), and do not throw yourself into destruction with your hands, saying 
that | have nothing (to spend )." 


Bara’ bin Azib (r.a.) said: Destruction means: "Loss of hope from the mercy of Allah" 


Al-Qurtubiy says: It was said to Bara’ ibn Azib r.a. in relation to this verse: “Is it 
about that person who throws himself (attacks) into a battalion (of the enemy) 
alone?” He said: No, but about the one who falls in sins, and then says: | have 
overdone it by committing sins, and it is of no use from my repentance, and loses 
hope in Allah, sinks back into sins. For him, destruction is: Losing hope in Allah's 
mercy. 


From the comments of this verse, we can deduce that throwing yourself into 
destruction is: 


- Giving the believer after the wealth of this world; 
-Leaving war in the way of Allah; 

- Not spending wealth for the sake of Allah; 

-Loss of hope from Allah's mercy; 


And other comments from the commentators of the Qur'an, which are 
approximately the same as the ones we mentioned. 


As for those who argue about this verse, for the prohibition of martyrdom 
operations, Abu Ayyub Al-Ansari (r.a.) answers them by saying: "O you people, you 
are commenting on this verse like this, but this verse has come down to us Ansars... 
Destruction is in the desire for accumulation of wealth, and in leaving war in the 
way of Allah." 


2) Objection of the second part: 


The contradiction of the first part is also valid as a contradiction of the second part, 
since the hadiths mentioned above are also related to the person who kills himself, 
not being able to cope with the misfortunes and trials of this life, hastening death to 
get away from its worries and annoyances, or losing hope in Allah s.w.t., and being 
bitter at His appointment, or generally speaking, he kills himself for worldly 
purposes. While the mujahideen who receive these attacks, are far from these 
causes that were mentioned. 


3) Objection of the third part: 
As for the opposition of the third part, we are not dealing with the opposition of the 


scholars absolutely, but with those who do injustice to them and remove from their 
fatwas only what suits them. 


Shaykh Ibn Baz and Shaykh Ibn Uthaymeen 


(May Allah have mercy on them): 


As for their opinion, we say that in essence, these scholars have allowed martyr 
operations, but because in their opinion, they do not benefit Muslims, then they 
have prohibited them. So if these attacks are of great benefit to Muslims, then 
according to the two scholars mentioned above, these are allowed. 


Shaykh Ibn Uthaymeen was asked: 


Dear Sheikh - May God protect you! You heard about what happened on 
Wednesday, where over 20 Jews were killed, and over 50 others were wounded, by 
the hand of a Mujahideen, who entered among them, and exploded, killing them 
and himself. He did this, because if he was not killed today, he would be killed 
tomorrow, by the hands of the Jews, who kill Muslims every day, and he did this as 
revenge against the Jews, who killed the Muslims praying in Al-lbrahimij mosque. 


The question is: Does this count as suicide or jihad? And what do you advise us 
about this? And if this work is forbidden, we will probably be able to convey this to 
those brothers there. 


Answer: 


This person who has placed in his body, that with which he killed, he is the first one 
who will be killed by it, and there is no doubt that this is the cause of killing himself, 
and this act is not allowed unless from this Muslims and Islam benefit greatly. And if 
Islam benefits greatly from this, then this is allowed. 


From this response of the Sheikh, we mean that if Muslims benefit greatly from 
these attacks, then these are allowed. 


Now, do Muslims benefit greatly from this or not, those who are fighting should be 
asked, since the people of jihad know better about its issues. 


As Shaykhul-Islam lbn Taymiyyah says: 


"The obligation regarding the matters of Jinad should be considered the opinion of 
the correct people of religion who have experience in the affairs of the world. The 
opinion of people who only look at the surface of religion, or people of religion who 
have no experience in the affairs of the world , should not be followed.” 


The Sheikh of the Mujahideen Usamah bin Laden (may Allah protect him) said: "We 
know the great importance of martyrdom operations against the enemy - operations 
which have caused great damage to the United States and Israel, damage which are 
unknown in their history, we praise Allah Almighty" 


Mufti of the Mujahideen of Chechnya, Muhammad bin Abdullah Ash-Sheikh Sayf 
says: "As for their influence (martyr operations), we have seen that their influence 
on the enemy is great, even there is no kind of attacks that cause fear in their 
hearts more than this kind, and because of these attacks, they have shunned and 
removed from the mix of the inhabitants, from their robbery and looting, and from 
the violation of their honor, and the activity of their forces are isolated only in the 


discovery of these attacks before they happen, and their efforts are spent on this, 
so other paths remain open for us, and thanks be to Allah s.v.t." 


Sheikh Albani (may Allah have mercy on him): 


We say that the Sheikh has allowed these operations, and he does not have suicidal 
accounts, if this is done by order of the army leader. 


Sheikh Albani was asked: 


As for the operations of the soldiers of this time, there are forces in them called 
Commandos, and in them there are forces of the enemy, who narrow the Muslims, 
and a group of suicides come out that are filled with explosives, and enter enemy 
forces, having murder in them...does this count as suicide? 


Answer: 


This suicide is not counted, because suicide means: a person killing himself, to get 
away from this annoying life, while what you are asking about is not suicide, but it is 
jihad in the way of Allah, you just have to be careful that this work should not be 
personal to anyone, but should be by order of the leader of the army, and if the 
leader of the army sees that there is great benefit in them, and that is the killing of 
many polytheists and infidels, then the opinion is the opinion of his, and his order 
must be respected, even if the person does not want to do this, he must respect his 
order. 


Suicide is one of the greatest sins in Islam, because he does not do this, except for 
the one who is angry with Allah, and who is not satisfied with His appointment, 
while this is not suicide (because this is) as the Companions did, a single person, 
attacked the entire army of the enemy, with his sword, and fought with the sword, 
until death came to him, and he being patient, because he knew that his end is 
heaven, and what a difference there is between one who drowns himself on this 
jihadist path, and to the one who ends his life by suicide, or to the one who ties his 
head, and pulls hard with his hand, this enters into the type of: throwing himself 
into destruction." 


From this response of the Sheikh, we mean that martyrdom operations and suicide 
have a very big difference between them, that they cannot be compared, and we 
mean that these attacks of this time are allowed, because all these are done under 
the orders of the army leader, and not everyone did it alone. And if we say that the 
Sheikh has forbidden these attacks, then it will be implied that the Sheikh has 
contradicted himself in his answer, since the leader of the army has the right to 
order, only in things that are allowed, while in what is forbidden, no one is 
respected, because the creature is not respected, when it is sinned against the 
Creator. 


The Shaykh says: ".. and his order must be respected, even if the person does not 
want to do so, he must respect his order". So we mean that according to the Shaykh 
these attacks are allowed, otherwise it would be impossible to respect the leader in 
something that is forbidden, and the Sheikh's answer would then be meaningless 
and illogical. 


Shaykh Salih Al-Fawzan:: 


The Sheikh's response to the prohibition of martyr operations rests on two 
arguments. 


1) As for the first argument: "And do not kill yourselves", we have brought the 
comments of commentators of the Qur'an, that this verse is not related to the 
operations of martyrs. 


2) But as for the second argument, (the hadith that was mentioned above), we say 
that the person who is mentioned in the hadith, with the undertaker of martyr 
operations, differs in some points: 


-According to the commentators of the hadith, this person fought only for face and 
to show bravery in front of others, and not with a pure intention for the sake of 
Allah, as the Prophet, peace be upon him, said. at the end of this hadith: "Truly a 
man does the work of his inhabitants Paradise, to appear before the people, and (in 
the end) he will be in Hell. in paradise." 


While the Mujahideen who fight and undertake these attacks, are far from this evil 
vice and from this disease, which turns every good deed into ashes and dust. 


-According to some scholars, this person was a hypocrite, whereas the undertakers 
of martyr operations, may Allah protect us from being like that. 


- This person killed himself, not being able to bear the pain of the wounds, and 
hastening his death, so that he ends up in pain. This is also mentioned by the 
Sheikh at the end of his answer: "He killed himself and didn’t have patience." While 
the undertakers of martyr operations persevere in war for the sake of Allah, and 
sacrifice their lives with a calm and joyful spirit, and not to hasten death, but to 
reach the rank of martyr, to protect the religion and honor, and to defeat and 
weaken the enemy. 


Sheikh Abdul-Aziz Ali Sheikh: 


In the Sheikh's fatwa, we can notice that he stopped in his response and did not 
give a definite answer regarding this issue, so we say that he did not stop these 
attacks, but he also didn’t permit them. And this is what they and the scholars of 
the Salaf did, for an issue that they were not sure of, as was Imam Ahmed, who in 
many issues stopped and did not give an answer, until the answer became clear 
and certain. 


Therefore, in the words of the Shaykh: "These are a path, for which | do not know 
any evidence from the Sharia" we note that the Shaykh probably did not find and 
does not possess an argument regarding this issue, although the arguments exist, 
but as the rule says: "A what you can't reach (you don't know, you don't recognize), 
doesn't mean it doesn't exist". 


4) Objection of the fourth part: 


As for this part, we can say that there is no argument in this, but since those who 
oppose these attacks have mentioned them, and have tried to fill people's minds 
with them, then | had to bring them here to see how much these doubts have to do 
with reality. 


First doubt: 


These attacks are not for the benefit of the Muslims, because if a Muslim 
undertakes this attack, and kills ten or twenty unbelievers, they will then kill a 
hundred or two hundred Muslims. And with these attacks, greater hatred and 
incitement of non-believers to attack Muslims is caused. 


Objection: 


If we at least look through Islamic history, we will find the opposition to this doubt. 
We will see that Muslims are always fought, are still being fought today, and they 
will be fought to the end, and not all of this because they undertake martyrdom 
operations, but because of the great hatred that the unbelievers have for them, 
whether it is openly or secretly. The Muslims have been attacked and will be 
attacked every time, and even if the Muslims do not kill ten or twenty unbelievers, 
they will kill one hundred or two hundred Muslims, if they have the opportunity, as 
Allah says: "And they will fight you continuously, until they drive you back from your 
religion, if they have the opportunity"[2:217]. Therefore, we can say that this doubt 
does not take place anywhere according to reality, since whether you attacked or 
did not attack, you will be attacked, while the attacks you make are only for the 
benefit of Muslims, and in the loss of non-Muslims. 


To be more clear, that Muslims are not killed, and houses are not burned, and 
sisters are not violated, because you undertake these attacks, | can only mention 
one example, although the examples in this topic are countless. 


For example: Not far away, we have the wars that were fought against Muslims in 
our countries, such as in Macedonia, Bosnia, Kosovo, Presevo, etc. 


How many martyr operations were undertaken in Macedonia against Macedonian 
criminals?! None! Weren't Muslims killed, and weren't children and old people 
massacred in this war?! 


How many martyr operations were undertaken in Bosnia against Serbian 
bloodsuckers?! None! Were not the houses of the Muslims and all their property 
burned in this war? 


How many martyr operations were undertaken in our poor Kosovo?! None! Were not 
our sisters and daughters violated in this war, by the hands of the cursed Serbs? 


Browse more Islamic history, and you will understand what the unbelievers have 
done against Muslims throughout history, and you will see how things have been 
repeated every time, regardless of whether they attacked Muslims or not. 


And before | finish refuting this doubt, | would have prayed to all the brothers, and 
especially the scholars, who even in their lectures, when they oppose these attacks, 


do not hesitate to talk to BBC and CNN news, which is shame when you hear a 
shaykh saying that those who undertake these attacks, more strangle Muslims than 
non-Muslims. 


And don't forget, that this is a great slander against the Mujahideen brothers, who 
have left everything behind, to protect their knowledge and honor. Therefore, | am 
saying openly to all brothers: Be careful and look closely and have more attention, 
from whom are you getting the issues of this religion, from those who have the BBC 
and CNN as their source, or from those who have the Qur'an and the Sunnah as 
their source! 


Second doubt: 


He who is ready to sacrifice everything for the sake of Allah, even his life; should be 
preserved and this great will of his should be used for the benefit of Islam, and not 
with an attack for his life to disappear, and for his sacrifice to not be of benefit to 
the Muslims. 


Objection: 


From this doubt, we can mean that the sacrifice for the sake of Allah is not using the 
human will, and the sacrifice of human life, bringing the unbelievers to their knees, 
is not for the benefit of Muslims. Allah save us, from this thought, since even those 
companions who have accepted Islam, and went straight to jihad, and were 
martyred in the way of Allah, they also did not use their will properly, since all their 
will was wanted to be preserved. While we, on the contrary, think that many 
brothers’ lives are saved with these attacks, since in order to kill dozens of non- 
Muslims, perhaps some Muslims will have to be killed, while when only one person 
enters and kills dozens of enemy soldiers, he has automatically saved the lives of 
his brothers. Likewise, the followers of this doubt, with these words, actually want to 
say that jihad in modern times is forbidden and is not valid, but they do not have 
the courage to say this, because they are confronted with whole arguments from 
the Qur'an and the Sunnah, otherwise, how can this opinion of theirs be understood, 
when it is known that important and valuable lives are sacrificed in jihad?! 


3) The third doubt: 


The arguments you bring about allowing these attacks, are you saying that the 
scholars who prohibited these attacks did not know? Did Sheikh Albani, Uthaymeen, 
etc. not know? the boy's hadith, or have they not understood this hadith? (And 
many other questions, similar to these). 


Objection: 
First, we hope that the objections to naivety are not naivety in themselves. 


Then, we say that the aforementioned scholars did not prohibit these attacks, but 
allowed them with conditions, as mentioned above. But, even if they had prohibited 
them, it is not logical to ask these questions, since automatically then counter- 
questions will be raised that the scholars who allowed these attacks did not know 
the verse: "..and do not kill yourselves", or other arguments, and if we start in this 


way, then for any disagreement of the scholars who will be asked among them, 
such questions will be asked, that you say so-and-so didn't know this, or so-and-so 
didn't know that, and this is the true ignorance. Therefore, | say that it is not 
important to know the argument, but it is important to understand it, in a proper 
and accurate way. 


Ali r.a. has said: "Know the truth, you will know its followers, because the truth is 
not known by knowing men, but men are known through the truth." 


And other doubts, which do not deserve to be mentioned here, since they are more 
funny than convincing about anything 


Part four: 


Some thoughts of scholars regarding martyrdom operations 
Shaykhul-Islam Ibn Taymiyyah says: 


“Muslim transmits in his sahih, that the Prophet, may God bless him and grant him 
peace, tells the incident of As-habul Uhud, and in it, the story of the boy, who 
ordered the killing of himself, because of the benefit of the manifestation 
(presentation) of religion" .(lbn Taymiyeh says): "For this reason, the four imams 
(madhhabs) have allowed a Muslim to penetrate (fighting) into the ranks of non- 
Muslims, even if he knows that he will be killed, if the Muslims benefit from this , 
and if a person thinks that he drowns because of the benefit of Jinad, although the 
drowning of himself is greater than the drowning of others, but if what he does is to 
protect his religion, and he cannot protect it otherwise, except in this way, then it is 
primary to do so". 


Imam As-Sujutij: 


“There is no harm if a Muslim enters the midst of an enemy against whom he has no 
power, and there is no harm if he is patient (in it), contrary to what some people 
say, which is: throwing oneself in destruction, but still this is the giving of life in the 
way of Allah. More than one of the companions (r.a.) have done this, and among 
them Asim Ibn Thab (r.a.), whom the Prophet, peace and blessings be upon him, 
then praised. 


Narrated by Ibn An-Nahhas 


In Meshariul-Eshvak, from Muhel-lebi who says: "All the scholars have agreed on the 
permission to enter into danger (destruction), in jihad". 


Narrated by Imam An-Nawawij 


In Sahih Muslim's commentary that: 


"All the scholars have agreed that it is permissible for a person to sacrifice (risk) 
himself in Jihad". 


Abu Bakr ibn Al-Arabi 


When he talks about the penetration of the mujahid among the enemy's large army, 
against which has no power, he says: 


"And the truth that | possess is that it is permissible for a man to enter (fight) 
among an army against which has no power, because there are some benefits in it: 


1) Seeking martyrdom; 
2) To bring irritation (toward the enemy); 


3) Weakening in the spirit of the enemy, seeing what only one person does, imagine 
what everyone can do! 


lbn Huwayz Mindad says: 


"As for the entry of a person among the hundreds, or among the entire army, it can 
be in two states: 


- If the person thinks that if he penetrates he will be killed, and he escapes, that's 
Okay. 


"If you think that you will get killed, but you will defeat the enemy, and it will benefit 
the Muslims, and gets killed, this is also allowed." 


Abu Hamid Al-Gazzali says: 


"There is no disagreement (among the scholars) that it is permissible for a single 
Muslim to attack an entire battalion of the enemy and fight against them, even if his 
death is certain." 


Al-Izz bin Abdus-Salam says: 


"Risking (Sacrificing) oneself (soul) is allowed because it benefits the Muslims, the 
pride of the religion, and defeating the enemy." 


Muhammad bin Ibrahim Ali Sheikh after the question of the Algerians, who said: 

Is it permissible for a person to kill himself, for fear of being punished with a cocoon, 
and say: It is better to die, and to die as a martyr, since they punish him with all 
kinds of punishments? 

Answered: 


"If it is as you are saying, then it is allowed, and the argument for this is the hadith 
of the boy". 


Shaykh Hamud bin Akla' Ash-Shuaybij 


After mentioning arguments from the Qur'an, Sunnah and ljma’‘i (the consensus of 
all scholars) that martyrdom operations are allowed, he says: 


"As for the comparison between the one who undertakes the operation of 
martyrdom and the one who commits suicide, this is a comparison with a different 
thing, and between them there are differences that cannot be joined, and how great 
is the difference between the one who kills himself not being patient, or being bitter 
at the appointment of Allah, or hastening death, to get away from pain and 
wounds... and among the mujahid who undertakes this attack with a calm and joyful 
Spirit, seeking martyrdom , heaven, helping this religion, and defeating the enemy, 
these cannot be equal. 


Says Allah s.v.t.: "Shall we make the criminals equal to the Muslims? What is the 
matter with you, how do you judge like that?" [68:35-36] 


Sheikh Abdul-Kadir Arnauti: 
In the introduction of the book: "Martyr operations, on the scale of Islam" it says: 


"As (the author) has mentioned what the scholars have said regarding the 
difference between suicide and martyrdom, that suicide is killing oneself out of 
worry and despair, for a worldly matter, while martyrdom operations are one of the 
types of achieving martyrdom in the way of Allah. And | will mention only one of the 
cases of this type, which happened at the time of the Prophet, may God bless him 
and grant him peace, and his honest companions. . 


Imam An-Nawawi said in the commentary of Sahih Muslim, that: It is permissible for 
a Muslim to throw himself among the army of non-Muslims, to sacrifice his soul, and 
to reach the rank of martyrdom, and this is permissible without having disgust 
(dislike), according to the opinion of the majority of scholars. 


Whereas Sharon and Bush, and other criminals of this century, want to spin the 
truth, and change the correct meaning (of these issues), and call the untruth the 
truth, and the truth the untruth, because according to them he who fights for his 
rights is called a terrorist, and he who fights for his religion, country, family and 
children is called a criminal, while their criminal acts, the destruction of houses, and 
the drowning of women and children, are called defense for Human’s rights. 


Shaykh Muhammed Mutvelij Sha'ravij: 


It is jihad, of course, because they are defending their wealth and their country. 
Who said that they are terrorists? The biggest refutation of this word is that America 
is the one who said (slander) this. 


Shaykh Abdullah bin Suleiman Al-Manii': 


After the question, are martyrdom operations against the enemies of Islam counted 
as martyrdom? He answered: 


There is no doubt that the operations of martyrdom against the enemies of Allah, 
His Messenger, and the enemies of the Muslims are honest approaches by which 
the Muslim approaches his Lord. And there is no doubt that these are among the 
most valuable types of jihad. in the way of Allah, and whoever is killed undertaking 
these attacks, he is a martyr insha-Allah. 


Suleiman bin Nasir Ulwan 


After he mentions that there is no similarity between the suicide and the one who 
sacrifices himself in the way of Allah, he says: 


"He who sacrifices himself, entering the land of the enemy, and penetrating among 
the army of the unbelievers, or exploding himself, in order to punish the enemy and 
strike fear into their hearts, and for removed kufr and its followers from the lands 
and holy places of Muslims, he has succeeded the reward of the patient martyrs, 
and the faithful mujahids." 


O you people of jihad, O you undertakers of martyr operations, O you who are 
jealous for the honor of Muslims: 


"Have patience, because death is only once, so let it be in the way of Allah." Says 
Allah s.v.t.: "Never think that those who fell martyrs in the way of Allah are dead. 
On the contrary, they are alive, being nourished by their Lord. They are happy with 
what Allah has given them of His favors, and those who have not yet joined their 
ranks, they are told that there is no fear for them and they don't even have to 
worry. They are happy with prosperity and the gift that Allah gave them, and there 
is no doubt that Allah does not lose the reward of the believers." 


Sheikh Abu Hamza Al-Misrij 


After being asked if it is true that suicide attacks are forbidden, and they lead a 
person to hell forever, he answered: 


"If suicide is done in order to die and escape from problems and difficulties, then 
this is forbidden. Whereas if it is used as a war tactic, with the reason of not having 
any other more powerful means to oppose the enemy, then this of course it is one 
of the greatest and most honorable forms of martyrdom. 


Sheikh Abdul-Mejid Zindan: 


These are certainly martyrdom operations, and those who are defending their 
aqeedah (belief), country and honor, inshaAllah will be in heaven, because they do 
not leave this life because of the desire to die, but fighting and defending their 
religion country until death. 


Sheikh Nezzar Abdul-Kadir Rejjan 


After the question of whether it is permissible for a Muslim woman to undergo 
martyrdom operation, he says: 


"As for the Muslim woman, if she has the opportunity to undertake this attack, 
nothing prevents her from doing so, since most of the scholars of this time have 
allowed these attacks, and have counted them among the most valuable types of 
jihad." 


Shaykh Nasir Al-Fahd says: 


"And if | had (only) ten spears, | would throw them all at them (the Americans), and 
at none other than them, and | swear by Allah: 


"If the chance to perform martyrdom surgery were possible for me, | would do it 
without any hesitation" 


Reading about fatwas in Kuwait: 


Martyrdom operations are permitted in Islamic Sharia, if the goal is to achieve the 
irritation of the enemy, and to protect the honor and country of Muslims, and not to 
kill oneself. And these attacks are done with permission. of the army leader. 


Link of Scholars of Iraq: 


After mentioning the arguments and opinions of scholars regarding this issue, he 
says: 


What we worship Allah with is that martyrdom operations are counted among the 
greatest type of Jihad in the way of Allah. 


Committee of scholars of Ez-her: 


How can he be equal in the Islamic Sharia, the one who drowns defending his right, 
and the one who drowns being desperate for Allah's mercy, losing hope in Him, and 
hating his life?! There is no doubt that the first is one of the martyrs, as the Prophet 
said. :"Whoever drowns while protecting his wealth is a martyr", while the second is 
a suicide. 


Sudan Islamic Jurisprudence Commission which consists of its forty members says: 


"Whoever intends to defeat and terrorize the enemy, seeking the pleasure of Allah, 
and attacks the great army, or penetrates it alone, thinking or being certain of his 
death, this is considered jihad and martyrdom, which has an argument in the 
Sharia, as the companions and the Salaf understood it, and as they acted, because 
from this there are great benefits for the ummah, such as: seeking martyrdom, 
irritating the enemy, awakening the will of Muslims, weakening the will of the 
enemy, etc." 


Commission of Jordanian Scholars: 


Indeed, martyrdom operations are based on Islamic Sharia, and the one who fights 
will be rewarded with the reward of the Mujahideen, and if he is killed, he will have 
the rank of martyrs (martyrs) in Allah's sight, and this does not enter into the type 
of throwing oneself into destruction, as some ignorant people of this time say. 


Palestine Scholars Association: 


Which consists of eighty members, after mentioning the verses and hadiths that 
argue for the permissibility of martyrdom operations, says: 


"Martyr operations are one of the greatest types of jihad in the way of Allah." 


conclusion: 
After all that we mentioned, in the end we can conclude that: 
1) Martyr operations are based on the Qur'an and Sunnah; 


2) Martyr operations are allowed according to the opinion of the majority of scholars 
of this time; 


3) The operations of martyrdom and suicide have such a great difference between 
them that they cannot be compared; 


4) Martyr operations are a way to achieve martyrdom and pride of Muslims; 


5) Martyr operations are one of the most successful ways to defeat the enemy at 
this time; 


6) Martyrdom operations are not forbidden, they are not only permitted but also 
liked, as they achieve great benefits for the entire Islamic Ummah, as mentioned 
above.
